PENITENTIARY. 

AN ACT for the imprevement of the Stue Penitentiary. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by eM General ..ti88611Wlll 
of the State of Iowa, That there is hereby appropn· Appropria­
&ted out of' any money in the State Treasury not odier- tion. 

I wise appropriated, the sum of fourteen thousand and 
eighty-two dollars t'or the improvement of the Peniten­
tiary buildings and walls, as hereinafter provided for. 

SEO. 2. Of the above named amount the snm of' Concrete 
two hundred and eighty-four dollars is appropriated to floor. 
put a "concrete floor" in the corridors of the Prison 
bnildi.g.

SEO. 3. Of the above named- amount the sum of Cells. 
two thousand and two dollars is appropriated for the 
completion of the third tier of cells In the Prison bnild-

inl' EO. 4. or the above named fourteen thousand and W II 
eighty-two dollars there is hereby appropriated the sum a s. 
of six thousand seven hundred and ninety-six dollars 
for the building of' the ,. Prison yard walls," including 
the wall from the south-east corner of the yard to the 
comer of the main building. 

SEO. 5:· Of the first named amount there is hereby Warden's 
a~p~opriated the sum of five thousand dollars to build house and 
a Warden's house and Olerk's office. crk's oftlce. 

SEC. 6. The cells of' the third tier provided for in Build'g cells. 
this act, shall be built of the same material and in the 
same manner as those now completed on the same 
range. 

SEC. 7. The remaining walls, towers and watch . 
houses shall be Duilt of tlie same material and in the !~~~~l~ 
same style as the walls and towers now completed; ,., 
provided, that the stone now used in the foundation of 
the octagon, shall be used in the construction of the 
walls. 

SEO. S. The Warden's house shall be built of brick, Warden's 
covered with a slate roof, and contain a Olerk's office, houae. 
with a fire-proof vault; said houee shall be built in 
front or the prison building, the office openingjnto the 
hall between the cell room and present Warden's 
dwelling. _ 

SEO. 9. There is also hereby appropriated out of Appropria­
any money in the State Treasury not otherwise appro- lion. 
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Addlti9n8 ;:,~ priated, the further sum of fourteen thousand dollars 
bul'diog. ~" for the erection of a two story :fire-proof brick building, 

suitable for a kitchen, dining-room, chapel and hospital, 
to be erected upon the site where the old frame build­
ing used for these purposes now stands. Said building 
shall be erected under the supervision of the Warden 
ofthe Peniteutiary,.upon whose order the money shall 
be drawn as needed in the erection of said building. 

Mooey-how SEO. 10. The mone.y hereby appropriated shall be 
Used. used only to purchase material and tools, and for the 

employment of the necessary architect, foreman, and 
additional guards, and for such labor as cannot be done 
by the convicts; 'J}'I'O'lJid.ed, that should there be a 8UJ'-

8urplu8.: plus left over and above the necessary expenses of any 
one of the items herein sp~fied, said surplus may be 
used for the completion of anyone or all of the other 
items herein named. 

• &c. 11. All of the above named appropriation 
~~('~~o su- shall be expended under the direction of the Warden., 

. who shall emplov a competent architect, foreman, and 
such additional guards as may be necessary, and shall 
cause such numoor of coRvicts to be employed on said 
work. as can be done with advan~e to the State, and 

. • as will insure the completion of saia improvements bj 
ConvIct lab r. the first day of December, A. D. 18'16; provided, none 

of the convict labor shall be employed till after the ex­
piration of the yresent lease thereof. 

&me. SEO. 12. Al of the convict labor not emp101ed in 
the prosecntion of the work contemplated in thiS Act, 
shalr be leased as J>rovided by Chapter 16 of the Laws 
of the Extra SesslOn of the Ninth General Assembly. 

SEO. 13. ,This Act being deemed of immediate iDl- .1 
portance by the General Assembly, shall be in force 
from and after its j>ublication in the Iowa Homestead 
and. Iowa State Register, papers published at Des 

.- .~. .Homes.
